ITis announced that the Dalawars Reilroad
ia aboat to be put in eomple .o ranning ordor
to apoint on the Chesapeake Bay, whors a
line of stermers will connect with It and open
a direct communication between this city and
Norfolk. Philadelplia wil' thas ba pat in
relation, by a short route, with the whole rail
road system ot Soutbern Virginia and North
Carolina, a8 well as with Richmond and the
rallway system centring there. [This will
prove a most important addition to onr menns
of internal trade. Prior to the construction
of the Delaware Bailioad, or so much or it as
was first opened for travel and freight on the
11th of Decvember, 1858, only a small part of
the trade of the country traversed by it cams
to this point. New York monopolized it by
means of veseels which took the grain,
ship timber, ete., of that whole region,
from severnl landings on the waters
of the De¢'aware and lower Chesapeake
Bay, directly to that city, These vessels re-
turned Ireighted with goods purchased In
New York with the proceeds ol thelr cargoes.
A large part ol the grain and timber thus
sent to New York, was actually carted at
great expense across the line of the Delaware
Rallroad to the points of shipment, simply
becavse it bad not then any other outlet to a
market, All these produets, however, can
soon be brought here at a cost very slightly
exceeding what was required to deliver them
by teams on the waters of the Delaware and
Chesapeake, They will thus increase the
exports of Thiladelphin and enlarge its trade
with the people of Delaware and the Eastern
Shore of Maryland, who will be attracted
bither to exchange thewr produce for our
merchundise and manufactores, So much
for the prohable extension of our commerce
with the communities immediately adjoin-
ing us,

But a still more interesting flald will be
opencd to us in those portions of the South
where New York has hitherto, by means of
her splendid steamships, bad no rival with
whom to divide the trade and travel of that
section, The direct communication soon, we
trust, to be established between this city and
the entire Southern quarter of the Union by
way ol Norfolk and Richmond, will divert in
this direction a cons’derable, if not the major
part of that travel and commerce which have
heretolore gone round us by sea to a more
remote market.  Witlr the facilities ot access
made equal, Philadelplla bas an advantage
over New York,as regards the Southern
trade, in ber superior manndacturing resources
and industry. Her irony, machinery, jewelry,
leather, boots and shoes, cirpets, wall papoers,
hats, and so forth, offer supplies to the South
which cannot be procured as cheaply and
abundantly in any other American metropolis,
Moreover, as most persons prefer Inland navi-
gation and railroad, where they are as direct
and expeditious, to oceans, it may be presumed
that the route by boats from Norfolk to Nan-
ticoke city, or some point in that vicinity, and
thence by wailroad to Philadelphia, will
become the favorite channel of communica-
tion between the Southern and Eastern
States,

There Is another important view to be
tuken of the Delaware Railroad, as affecting
our mercantile interests, The line runs to a

joint whhin a few miles of Lewes, lying at |

the Breakwater, and always accessible to
shipping, To commuuicate quickly and cer-

named, would prove to be an invaluable adl
vantage, especially at those seasons when ths
Delaware Is closed or obstructed by ice, It
would not be ex gant to say taat the
utility of a branch road to Lewes, which
would vnite tLis port with the Oapes of the
Delaware by railway, would be more than
sufficient, in the money saved to our commer-
cial clusses in one wianter, to pay lor the Dela=
ware Road and the branch to Lewes into the
bargain.

In order to securs that
trade, we must bave s medium of acoess to
and from the ocedn, for exports and imports,
not liable to be closed at any season, The Dela-
vaure Hond, with a 1 nk connecting at Lewes,
would supply that desideratum, and with |t
the convenience of Intareourse and facllities
of transacting business with tals port would
goarcely be excellad by any other on our
const.

Cheap Literatare.

WEe have spoken of tne cost of newspaers,
and yet have something more to say upon
the subject. Why should the price of a sin-
gle copy of a daily journal be so high—why
should the public be required to pay two or
three cents for it? This is a question which
many put to themselves, but which they are
not competent to answer. We may as well
throw some light on the matier, if for no bet-
ter reason than to gratity an unintelligent
curfosity. Ii the first place, the wages of
labor in this country have greatly advanced
since the civil war begaun, and they have not
yet deolined, though the war is closed. The
costof all materials, also, has increased in
like proportion, But that increase has been
most felt in the rise that bas taken place in
the price ol the blank paper on which the
daily journal is printed. The very same arii-
cle which but 8'x years ago cost enly six or
geven cents a pound, now costs from eighteen
to twenty-two cents. That s a very serious
difference, when It is considered that the
more than the printed

We are in favor of protection to | ome In-
dustry, and we earnesily desire to bave the

| Federal Government exercise, judicioasly, all

its power in the encouragement and .lefense
of home labor and home manufactures. But
there is a limit beyond which the protective
policy should pot pats, and cannot pass with-
out injurious consequences. In a word, there
are some branches of mdustry in our couniry
whoich an injudicious tariflf will either utterly
destroy, or compel, in seli-detense, to_adopt a
course which must defeat entirely the object
of a protective tarifl.  This is especially true
of the business of those who print newspapers
and books, The price of paper in this country,
and the wages of labor are so high, that 1 1s
found to be actaally coeaper to have Aweri-
can books published in Great Britain and im-
ported into the United States, than to print
them here, An exchange paper says:—

“Ou account ol the exorbitant price of puper
in tnis country, the Aprreroxs have found it
1ecessary to send the plates of “Wobster's
Spelling Book® to Bugland, and to order one
Ligngred thousand copres,  On the same account,
Lireixcorr, of Poiladelpuin, has seat the plates
nl the fine 'rayer Books and Bibles publizhed
by him to Great Britwin, where the books will
be printed, and afterwards imvorted to this
conntry,”

We are not prepared to say whether the
above statement is true er false. But if it be
true, it is full of significance for those who
favor a protective system that is o extrava-
gant in its provisions as to compel American
publishers to get tbeir work done in foreign
lands In order to save expense, We should be
gorry to have our national tariff so arranged
as to drive employment away from our own
printers to those of Europe. And yet it would
seem that, under the present law regulating

| this matter, it is cheaper to have American

| works published in England and imported
tainly, at all times, with vessels at the -ipuL '

into this country, than to print them at home,
‘I'his can only be explained by the fact that

. the wages of labor and the price of paper in

the United States are so much greater than
they are in England, that our publishers cun
have their printing dome abroad, and their
bogks imported afterwards, cheaper than they

/ can print them in Philadelphis or New York.

This is not a very agroeable revelation, it
ghould startle and alarm those who advocate

s protective tarifl that is eo extravagantly

mestic lubor, And yet that would appear to
be already the eflict of the protective system,
as applied to foreign paper and foreign print-
Ing.

But there Is another fact in this connection
that s worth the serious cousideraion of
Congress. However high, or prohibitory
even, the tarlil on lorelgn labrics may be, the

| tax on lterature should be kept aslow as

possible. Not only should the least practica-

| ble restriction be placed on the Importation

ot foreign books, but it would be highly bene-
ticial to admit free of duty unprinted loreign
paper, which would cheapen the price of Ame-
rican books by materlally reducing the cost
of their publication. And this is especially
desiruble In this country, in which the intelli-
gence and virtue of the people are the basis
of government, and where good editions ol
the works of the best native and forelgn au-
thors should be cheap enough to be within
the means of all, instead’ of the rich only,
Wherever the masses generally are enlight-
ened by readlng and reflection, there liberty
and loyalty are nsually found to co-exist in
the highest degree of perlection. “In Eng-
Iand,” gays GOLDSMITH, “where there ns
many new books poblished as in all the rest
of Europe together, a spirit of freedom and
reason reigns among the people; they have
been often known to aet like fools—they are
generally found to think like men”

The War Claim of Pennsylvania Against

the United States.
Ix the House of Representatives, yesterdavs
a general debate ocourred on the question of
reimbursing the State of Pennsylvania the
sum of $800,000, expended by her tor the equip
mén! of United States troops. The lacts con-
neeted with this speclal elaim may be briefy
stated. In 1802, whon the invasion of the
State occurred, New York and New Jernoy
furnished troops to repel it. When the appro-
pristion for the payment of the one Lundred
days men was made, it was all absorbed by
these twe States, Pennsylvania waiting until
they were pald. The consequence was that
none of her soldiers received any compensa-
tion. At the request of the President Gov-
ernor CUBTIN borrowed from the banks of
this city nearly $700,000, which was guaran-
teed to the State through the Chiel Executive
and his Secreiary of War. The banks have
been repald by our Commonwealth, which has
assumed the debt herselll She now aska for
its payment,

That the claim is just will not be denied
even by those who oppose its settlement. The
ohjection ralsed is an insidious one, and only
clonks the evident design to slight the ia-
terests of our State. The reason. say the
opponents of the moiion, why it is unjust to
make a payment,is that other States have
lncwred hke debis, and to neglect them
would be to show a partiality for a particular
Commonwealth incongistent with justice,
The proposition submitted by Mr. Braixe,
of Maine, to am¢nd by interting the war
claim is merely an effort to stave off the mwain
question.

The provisions of this war cla'm are,
as was well stated by Mr, LeoNARD My s,
to pay to our State §1,400,000, or twice the
sum asked for by the law. Wedo not desiresuch
a bribe in ordér that the main question may
be avoided. If the debt js indeed due to our
State, as there can be but little donbt but
that it is, then we are entitled to and demand
not as our share of a war appropriavon
but as a special debt contrac ed in the national
cause, at the national imstigation, and which
should be paid by the nation. It is no favor
that our representatives are eloguently peti-
tioning tor—Iit is a right which they are setting
forth, and asking for acknowledgment,

Should the House refuse to assent to the
asked-lor amount, it will be guilty of a gross
injustice, and stain the tair name of the Govern-
ment, Upon assurances of the highest offl-
cers inthe land our patriotic & tate cheerfully
assunfed a large debt, and now, when a repay
ment is asked by us, to have it carped at,
examined, and staved off by side issues, re-
flects discreait upon the Representatives of
other States, especially those from New York
and New Jersey. We generously allowed
all the fifteen million appropriation, which
was designed for three, to be divided among
the twe, in order that their claims might be
liquidated; and it s an nct of reeiprocal
generosity and common justice that they now

shouyld join and see shat we are not imjured by
our voluntary kindness to them.

Ves, il the iron-clads are lelt in the kind of
water whieh abounds near New London, it
is probable they will be obliged to be held
mid air between heaven and earth, but the
pure soft water of the Dalaware renders any
such nocessity useless. Imagine the appear-
ance of the Navy Yard from the sea, should
ihe scheme of Mr, BRAXDAGER succeed. We
can picture in our mind’s eye the jutting cliffs
from which are let down lron hooks, pulleys
chains, and so forth, and as the vessel is slowly
towed past she is suddenly grappled
lifted from her native elemengyand suspended
llke MAnouETs stone, midway Dbetween
heaven and earth—a curious spectacle
for foreiguers to see a long row. of these iron
cradles dangling In the air and swinging by

the wind, for the gales on the Sound are
enough !o rock even the New Ironsides.
